Senate panel twice rejects 
government-run proposal 

WAS HiNGTONIIna long-anticipated show- 
down, liberal Democrats twice failed 
on Tuesday to inject a government-run 
insurance option into sweeping health 
care legislation taking shape in the Sen- 
ate, despite bipartisan 
agreement that private 
insurers must change 
their ways. 

The two votes marked 
a victory for Montana 
Democrat Max Baucus, 
the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee chairman, who is 
hoping to push his middle-of-the-road mea- 
sure through the panel by week’s end. It also 
kept alive the possibility that at least one 
Republican — Sen. Olympia Snowe — may 
yet swing behind the overhaul, a key goal of 
both Baucus and the White House. 

The developments occurred as Demo- 
crats in the House sought savings to reduce 
their companion legislation to roughly 
$900 billion over a decade, the price tag 
President Obama has suggested. 

One option would reduce the number of 
individuals and families eligible for federal 
health coverage subsidies to those earning 
less than 400 percent of poverty, or about

U.S., Cuba 
Officials

NEW YORK I A senior American 
diplomat has held unannounced, 
high-level talks in Havana with 
the Cuban government, three 
State Department officials told 
The Associated Press on Tuesday, 
raising hopes for a thaw in long- 
icy relations.

Terrorism Suspect 
Pleads Not Guilty 


Colo, driver’s lawyer 
cautions against a 
‘rush to judgment’ 

NEW YORK I An Afghan immi- 
grant pleaded not guilty Tuesday to 
planning a New York City terrorist 
attack with bombs made from beau- 
ty-supply chemicals — an alleged 
plot authorities say was helped by 
at least three accomplices whose 
whereabouts and level of involve- 
ment haven’t been revealed. 

“The conspiracy here is inter- 
national in scope,” Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Jeffrey Knox told a fed- 
eral judge in Brooklyn, 

Najibullah Zazi, wearing a blue 
jail smock, never spoke and showed 
no emotion as his lawyer entered 


the plea in a packed courtroom. He 
was ordered held without bail. 

The 24 -year-old Denver air- 
port shuttle driver has been the 
only alleged terrorist identified 
so far. But authorities have said 
three people traveled from New 
York City to suburban Denver this 
summer and used stolen credit 
cards to help Zazi stockpile prod- 
ucts containing hydrogen peroxide 
and acetone — common ingredi- 
ents for homemade bombs. 

Defense attorney Michael Dowl- 
ing admitted that his client visited 
Pakistan last year and made pur- 
chases earlier this year at a beauty 
supply shop in Aurora, Colo. But he 
added, “Those acts are not illegal,” 
and cautioned against a “rush to 
judgment.” tom hays (ap)

Report says one in 10 
high schoolers gets 
enough fruits, veggies 

ATLANTA I Less than 10 percent of 
U.S. high school students are eat- 
ing the combined recommended 
daily amount of fruits and vegeta- 
bles, a finding that the U.S. Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention called “poor” in a report 
Tuesday. 

The report based on 2007 data 
found that only 13 percent of U.S. 
high school students get at least 
three servings of vegetables a day, 
and just 32 percent get two serv- 
ings of fruit. Fewer than one in 10 
gets enough of both combined. 

Some states — including 
Arkansas and North Carolina — 
were significantly below those 
averages. 

But some New England states, 
particularly Vermont, were nota- 
bly better. The CDC said the report 
was the first to give such detailed

information on adolescents’ fruit 
and vegetable consumption. The 
information comes from a nation- 
al survey of about 100,000 high 
school students in 2007. 

CDC officials said the find- 
ings indicate a disheartening gap 
between how people should be eat- 
ing and what they’re actually doing 
in an era of rampant obesity. 

Federal nutrition goals for 2010 
call for at least 75 percent of Amer- 
icans to eat two servings of fruit 
each day and at least 50 percent to 
eat three vegetable servings. 

“This is a call for states, com- 
munities, schools and families to 
support increased fruit and veg- 
etable consumption,” said Heidi 
Blanck, a CDC senior scientist who 
worked on the report, (ap)

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FDIC: Bank Failures to Cost $I00B 


Regulators to seek 
early payments on 
insurance premiums 

WASHINGTON I Regulators expect 
the cost of bank failures to grow 
to about $100 billion over the next 
four years — up from an earlier 
estimate of $70 billion. Faced 
with that sobering news, they 
voted Tuesday to require banks 
to prepay $45 billion in premi- 


ums to replenish an insurance 
fund that will start running dry 
on Wednesday. 

The proposal by the board of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp, to require early payments 
of premiums for 2010-2012 could 
take effect after a 30 -day public 
comment period. 

The FDIC is fully backed by 
the government, which means 
depositors’ money is guaranteed 
up to $250,000 per account. 


But it would be the first time 
the agency has required pre- 
paid insurance 
fees. 

“I do think 
this is a good 
balance,” FDIC 
Chairman Shei- 
la Bair said. The 
plan requires the 
banking indus- 
try “to step up” while spreading 
the financial hit to banks over a 


number of years, she said. 

An insurance payment by 
the industry of $45 billion “is 
not going to constrain lending,” 
she said. 

The insurance fund has been 
sapped by billions from a rash of 
bank failures that began in mid- 
2008. The banking industry pre- 
fers the prepaid premiums over a 
special emergency fee — which 
would be the second this year.

Powerful earthquake 
sparks deadly wave 
in the South Pacific 

PAGO PAGO, AMERICAN SAMOA | A 
powerful earthquake with a mag- 
nitude of up to 8.3 struck in the 
South Pacific between Samoa and 
American Samoa around dawn 
Tuesday, sending terrified resi- 
dents fleeing for higher ground 
as a tsunami swept ashore, flat- 
tening at least one village. 

An official in American Samoa 
said at least 14 people were killed by 
the tsunami. Meanwhile, a Samo- 
an reporter said tsunami victims 
“are everywhere” in a hospital near 
a hard-hit area a near the southern 
town of Lalomanu and the dead 
could number up to 20. 

The quake hit at 6:48 a.m. 
Tuesday midway between the 
two island groups. In Apia, the 



Samoan capital, families report- 
ed shaking that lasted for up to 
three minutes. The U.S. Geologi- 
cal Service, which estimated the 
magnitude at 8.0, said the quake 
struck 20 miles below the ocean 
floor, 120 miles from American 
Samoa and 125 miles from Samoa, 
with a 5.6-magnitude aftershock 
20 minutes later. 

The Pacific Tsunami Warning 
Center put the quake’s magnitude 
at 8.3 and issued a general alert 
for the South Pacific region, from 
American Samoa to New Zealand. 
It said there were indications a tsu- 


nami wave could be “destructive” 
along some coastlines. Several 
hours away from the epicenter, 
Hawaii was put under a tsunami 
watch that later was downgraded 
to an advisory. 

American Samoa reported an 
unspecified number of injuries. 
Gov. Togiola Tulafono was at his 
Honolulu office assessing the situ- 
ation but was having difficulty get- 
ting information, said Filipp Ilaoa, 
deputy director of the office. Ilaoa 
could not confirm any deaths or 
injuries. “There is some water dam- 
age to residences,” Ilaoa said. “To 
what extent and how much, and 
how many villages are effected, 
that is a mystery at this time.” 

New Zealander Graeme Ansell 
said the beach village of Sau Sau 
Beach Fale was leveled. “It was very 
quick. The whole village has been 
wiped out,” Ansell told National

Taliban Attacks Stoke 
Fear Among Afghans 


Experts say militants 
use roadway violenee 
to unnerve eivilians 

KABULI Taliban militants are sow- 
ing fear along Afghanistan’s high- 
ways with stepped-up checkpoints, 
hijackings and bombs — including 
one Tuesday that killed at least 30 
bus passengers in the south. 

Afghan authorities say the 
attacks, often carried out by only 
a handful of militants, are part of 
a psychological campaign to con- 
vince civilians that Taliban control 
is spreading. 

“It is quite possible for a group 
of three to five insurgents to come 
out on the highway and attack a 
convoy,” said the Interior Minis- 


try spokesman, Zemarai Bashary. 
“Maybe thousands of people will 
travel that day and they are watch- 
ing that convoy burning.” 

Militants are planting more 
roadside bombs than ever, killing 
far more Afghan civilians than 
Afghan or coalition soldiers. 

Earlier this week, militants at 
a checkpoint in eastern Afghani- 
stan ambushed a convoy loaded 
with construction materials, killed 
six drivers, kidnapped one and 
left their trucks burning by the 
roadside.

Of course, it’s only natural for a 
band whose reputation has grown 
exponentially with each release to 
have that kind of introspection. 
Sometimes, though, its work is less

“Where the Lines Overlap” is 
full of jubilant sing-alongs, from 
its repeated shouts of, “No one is 
as lucky as us!” in the chorus to 
its crowd-pleasing plea, “I’ve got a 
feeling if I sang this loud enough/ 
you would sing it back to me.”

Of course, Paramore doesn’t 


stay completely away from songs 
about love, even tossing in a few 
ballads along the way. Slower, mel- 
lower tunes are not what the group 
is known for, but the sweet “The 
Only Exception” is an admirable 
effort, despite sounding a bit too 
much like Avril Lavigne. 

As far as love songs go, though, 
Paramore is at its finest on the 
album-closer, “All I Wanted,” 
which alternates between softer 
verses and more tormented cho- 
ruses, with Williams’ voice soar- 
ing overhead. Gone are the mind 


games from “Misery Business” and 
the reckless flirtation of “Crush- 
crushcrush” from “Riot!” and 
in their place is the very direct, 
repeated admission “all I wanted 
was you.”

How the Mighty Fall 



Kelsey Grammer stars 
in a trite sitcom about 
hard financial times 

LOSS I “Hank” (8 p.m., ABC) 
becomes the third new sitcom of the 
young season, along with “Brothers” 
and “The Cleveland Show,” about a 
character returning to his home- 
town out of financial or emotional 
necessity. Despite Kelsey Gram- 
mer in the title role, it’s the worst 
of the three. 

As he did as “Frasier” for 
decades, Grammer ’s Hank proj- 
ects a powerful sense of self-decep- 
tive pomposity. On “Cheers” and 
then “Frasier,” members of strong 
ensemble casts frequently deflated 
this ego to great comic effect. More 
recently on “Back to You,” Gram- 
mer got to spar one-on-one with 
Patricia Heaton. But on “Hank,”

Bird-watchers flock 
to a mountain in east 
Pa. to glimpse hawks 

DESTINATIONS I Peering through 
binoculars, Arlene Koch spies 
something tiny and dark on the 
horizon. Though it’s still a few miles 
away and difficult to see even with 
magnification, she can identify the 
shadowy figure by its shape and the 
characteristics of its flight. 

“That’s a broadwing over five,” 
Koch declares from her perch atop 
Hawk Mountain, “Now we need 
about 5,000 more to follow!” 

Koch is a volunteer hawk coun- 
ter at Hawk Mountain Sanctuary, 
a 2,400-acre ridgetop preserve in 
Kempton, Pa., where generations 
have come to watch migrating 
hawks, eagles and falcons. Joining 
her this September day are dozens 


of visitors — tourists and birding 
experts alike — hoping to catch a 
huge flight of broadwing hawks. 

Situated along a major Appa- 
lachian fly way for migratory birds 


known as the Kittatinny Ridge, 
Hawk Mountain records tens of 
thousands of raptors migrating 
each fall. It’s one of the best, and 
best-known, spots in the nation to 


catch these birds of prey as they 
head to warmer climes such as Flor- 
ida, Central and South America. 

Each morning from Aug. 15 
through Dec. 15, volunteers such as 


18K-20K 

The average number of raptors that 
migrate past Kittatinny Ridge in east- 
ern Pennsylvania each autumn. 

Koch trek about a mile over rocky 
terrain to a famed outcropping 
called North Lookout. There, they 
identify and count the 16 species of 
raptor that use the Kittatinny as 
a kind of aerial autobahn. Hawk 
Mountain has recorded the migra- 
tion since its founding 75 years ago 
as the world’s first refuge for birds 
of prey, giving scientists the ability 
to monitor long-term health and 
population trends. 

The tourists, meanwhile, can 
just sit back and enjoy the show 
— which they do, coming by the 
thousands each fall. 

You don’t have to be an expert 
bird-watcher to enjoy Hawk Moun- 
tain, Volunteers are happy to field 
questions. Koch and her counting 
partner, Rudy Keller, keep up a 
running commentary throughout 
the day. michael rubinkam (ap)

On AMC’s 1960s flashback drama 
“Mad Men,” the perpetually con- 
flicted (but perfectly coiffed) Don 
Draper glides through cocktail 
parties and swank rendezvous at 
Manhattan’s Oyster Bar with ease. 
“High style was commonplace. It’s 
hard not to pine for sleek suits and 
wrap skirts in a world of denim and 
Crocs,” says Jesse McLean, author 
of the new book “Kings of Madison 
Avenue: The Unofficial Guide to 
Mad Men” ($18, ECW Press).
